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1 . This action is in response to the application filed on October 7, 2003. Claims 1-31 
are pending. 

2. Claim 27 is objected to because of the following informalities: In line 2, "am" 
should be changed to "an". Appropriate correction is required. 

3. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

4. Claims 1 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

The claims are directed to a machine accessible medium containing code 
that causes functions to be performed at some future time when the code is 
executed. Applicant has defined the medium as a carrier wave in paragraph 28 of 
the published application. Therefore, the claims are directed to an electro- 
magnetic signal, a carrier wave, which is a form of energy. The claims recite a 
signal encoded with functional descriptive material. The signal is nonstatutory 
because it is a form of energy and it does not fall within any of the categories of 
patentable subject matter set forth in 35 U.S.C. 101 . 

The rejection would be overcome if applicant amended the claims to recite 
a machine readable storage medium in order to indicate that the medium was 
directed to the memory and disk devices listed in paragraph 28 of the published 
application. 
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5. Claims 1-10 and 21-31 are allowable over the art of record because the art of 
record does not teach or suggest the interrelated combination of elements and steps 
recited in independent claims 1, 21, 24 and 29.
